The crowd of 15,067 that attended Newcastle 
United’s first Philips League home match was a 
record for the League — but not ‘so for Newcastle 


SOccer. 


Twice that figure was ex- 
ceeded in Coal City in the 
past, but on both occasions 
the games had an interna- 
tional flavour. 

Twenty-three years previously 
an 18,500 crowd saw Australia 
play Rapid Vienna, and back in 
1987 over 17,000 witnessed 
Australia against the touring FA ~ 
amateur side. 

Newcastle's mistake, unti] the 
formation of the Newcastle Unit- 
éd club last August, was not to 
advance with the soccer revolu- 
tion that came with the postwar 
migrant influx. 

Bui the background that could 
establish big-time soccer has 
been there awaiting exploitation. 

Not that the Newcastle direc- 
tors expect to average 15,000 
this year. 

They have not got direct 
icensed club support as have 

i Sydney clubs and Canberra, ~ 
so finance must come from gate 
receipts plus the generous 
Tooths KB sponsorship. 

And so they are determined to 
live within their predetermined 
budget for the first season, thus 
imposing some limitation on ex- 
penditure on players. 

Gathering the whole first team 
squad has cost them a very 
reasonable $23,000 and $7,000 
of that went to Western Suburbs 
for Socceroo Co} euiiene 
services. 

*For continuous involvement in 
soccer over the years, Newcastle 
is unrivalled throughout 
Australia. 

Wallsend club started operating 
in 1887, the year before the 
English Football League was 
founded, and it is therefore en- 
joying its 91st season. 

Only Granvilie, formed 1882, 


goes further back into 
Australian soccer history. 
Adamstown Rosebuds  ciub 


was born in 1889, and many 


other ciubs of the Hunter have a 


long and rich history. 

Of Newcastie United’s present 
team Lloyd Hardes and Neil En- . 
dacott are from Wallsend, and, 
along with 48 times capped Ray 
Bartz, Soceeroo Coi Gurran,~ 
played his early First Division 
football with Adamstown. 


For Newcastle's fans the past 
blends into the present and 
future in a way that is unique in 
Australia. 


Alf “Artie” Quili is one of the 
old-timers who is an avid sup- 
porter of the new club, and he at- 
tends the Supporters” Club func- 
tions as well. 

Quill himself was the scoring 
machine who preceded the 
legendary Reg Date at,Wallsend 
in @ career that extended in the 
NSW First Division from 1927 to 
1949. 


Over the years Newcastle has 
produced a harvest of players 
who carried Australia soccer un- 
til the game exploded into pro- 
minence in other cities. 

Some of the big names of the 
past 40 years spring to mind: 
Billy and Ronnie Hughes, Alec 
Heaney, Alan Johns, Hedley 
Parkes, Ciiff Almond, Jack “Dig- 
ger’ Evans, Dave Coote, Lou 
Hearne, Jim Mc Nabb, Kevin 
O'Neilily Billy Morgan. 

And then there was that tiny 
ballartist, Jim“ Skeeter’ Wilkinson, 


Over recent years many 
Newcastie youngsters have 
furthered their experience in 


England and Scotland. 

The jatest, and potentially the 
most successful of all, is 17-year- 
old Craig Johnston, who has 
already made his debut for Mid- 
diesbrough in the tough English 
First Division. 

Johnston certainly has soccer 
blood in kis veins. 


His father Colin was a West 
Wailsend player who, along with 
winger Jock Hodge, provided 
Auburn with the impetus to hoid 
a First Division place when they. 
first came into prominence in the 
late forties. \ 


Young Johnston is certain to 
appear in the Newcastle brown 
and- green as soon as the 
English season ends, and so a 
new chapter in Neweastle soccer 
history wiil come to pass. 

When that day comes — and a 
similar situation will apply when 
Manchester United’s great son 
Bobby Chariton turns out — 
those record attendance figures 
could take another shake.

Australia, caused by the inception of our Philips League, it would appear 
the time is ripe for the re-introduction of a type of competition always 
close to the heart of most Australian sports fans, that of the interstate 


competition. 


With most centres drawing 
crowds in excess of 4000 peo- 
ple the competition is feasible 
on gate takings alone, so it 
surprises somewhat that no 
forward-looking official in high 
places has come up with a 
format to get this type of com- 
petition moving. 


If nothing else, by the very act 
of getting eleven ‘of the best 
players in each State meeting in 
competition the benefits to our 
national team selector (whoever 
it might be) would be immeasur- 
able. 


There would no doubt be 
critics who. would come up with 
a myriad of answers to say why 
this idea could NOT be, but this 
writer feeis that, given a lead, or 
some encouragement from the 
right areas, there are people 
around in each district who 
wouid be only too happy to or- 
ganise and “produce” these 
matches. 

“Sydneysiders will not back an 
interstate competition” in an ex- 
cuse already put to the writer. 


‘However NSW needn't play in 
Sydney and if Alan Vest's pro- 
gressive committee at Newcastie 
couldn't stage an _ interstate 
game, and make money, then it 
would be the biggest turn-up for 
the soccer code in its Australian 
history. 

South Austraiia has always 
shown a willingness to back its 
own State side and any entre- 
preneur wouid be guaranteed to 
make money. 


There is no doubt that Can- 
berra and district crowds wouid 
turn-up in sufficient numbers to 
back their team. 


This leaves the politically un- 
stabie Victorians who cannot yet 
reconcile their PSL players and 


‘State league players into one 


unit, but there is no doubt that 
given a reasonable amount of 
success in other areas our Vic- 
torian friends would soon put 
their house in order. 


Already in Queensiand, feeiers 
have been put out to two States 
where teams are already in pre- 
paration. 


At no cost to the teams in- 
voived an offer has been made 
to take them to Brisbane to play 
the Queensiand State side in 
midweek floodiit 
if an inter-state match in Aust- 
ralia can ever be described as a 
friendly! : 


‘There appears to be no reason 
why Joe Viasits or Edmund Kreft 
would knock back such an offer 
as it would be to: their advantage 
to have their State teams play a 
good warm-up match before 
their joust with Derby County. 


However, we must never dis- 


count the powers of ‘the 
knockers”, those people who ap- 
pear to “kill” an idea before it 


gets off the ground for no other 
apparent reason than the fact 
that they did not think of it in the 
first place. 


The matches would have to be 
played under lights in midweek 
in order that no clashes. took 
piace with present fixtures but 
Our airline tie-up with TAA and 
their schedules almost guaran- 
tees the product of these 
games with a minimum of 
“down-time” to the players con- 
cerned. 


If any progressive entrepren- 
eur in any Federation, or club, 
sits down with his pocket calcul- 
ator he will soon realise that 
there is money to be made in 
these games while serving the 
code, and most important, the 
public, who wouid iove this.com- 
petition. 


In Queensland it is an energet- 


ic group of people who’ have 
combined themselves into two 
promotions committees for the 
PSL ciubs that has come up with 
the means and wherewithal to 
“give it a go” and the Queens- 
land Soccer Federation has 
given them the utmost co-oper- 
ation such is their desire to see 
this great game of ours prosper.

without their incentives. 

Not that they lack ability, of 
course. Hungarians have always 
had that in more generous pro- 
portion than most others. 

They still like to “play” this 
game with flair and color; few 
others, even the Brazilians, can 
improvise better and add a new 
dimension to a match. 

But they lack the hardiness of 
the English, the method of the 
and the bloody 
mindedness of the Italians to win 
when it counts. 

And this is what the World Cup 
is all about; not a lovely exhib- 
jtion or two but a series of close, 
hard, nerve-wrecking games in 
which teams have to strive to re- 
duce the “bad luck” element to a 
minimum. 

Contrary to widespread 
beliefs, the present Hungarian 
team is merely new but not 
“young” in years and this, mak- 
ing up for maturity, will be in 
their favor. 

But their two shining stars are 
both 22 and they could turn the 
Cup upside down: Tibor Nyilasi, 
a tall, elegant midfielder from 
Ferencvaros, and Andras 
Torocsik, a short, powerful yet 
technically super-polished 
virtuoso. Both are destined for 
stardom. 

In defenders Toth and Kereki, 
midfielder Pinter — the dynamo 
of the team — and left winger 
Varady, Hungary has the players 
to do quite well. _ 

They usually handie France 
and Italy capably but their 1-5 
defeat. against Argentina early 


in 1977, 24 hours after their ar- 


-rival from Budapest, still rankles. 

Hungary would have to win 
one and draw the other two 
matches to get through and they 
pin their. hopes on draws against 
Argentina and Italy with a win

reach. 

France — Les Bleus — have 
gone through_a very major re- 
vival in the fast two or three 
years, largely due to the ef- 
forts of a brilliant coach, 
Michel Hidalgo, and the ex- 
ploits of a club team, St 
Etienne. 

Tradition they had plenty = 
but, in true French fashion, this 


was intermingied with too much__ 


nostaigia for the “great days” of 
the jate 1950s when France last 
had a great team. 

The old pining for superstars 
such as Kopa, Fontaine, Pian- 
toni, Joubert and Remetter, ex- 


pressed in Paris bistros over a- 


bottie of Beaujolais, was not 
linked to drastic action to bring 
those days back. 

Until recently, that is. Hidalgo, 
himself a former great, decided 
to mix the customary French 
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blending a new and successful 
style. 

Last year, on their South Amer- 
ican tour, they heid both Brazil 
and Argentina to draws — then 
early April beat Brazil in Paris, 
surely an enormous morale 
booster. = 

An earlier draw in Naples 
against Italy, their group rivais, 
was another. feather in their cap 
and proof that this French team 
is capabie of reaching the same 
heights as the one in the 1950s 
did, finishing third in the 1958 
World Cup. _ 

Two years ago the most shin- 
ing star in France was St 
Etienne’s Dominique Rocheteau 


but since then he has declined, ~ 


partly due to a series of injuries. 

His place has been taken over 
by that great young midfielder 
from Nancy, Michel Platini, the 
conductor of the French or- 
chestra. — 

Platini, on the shopping list of 
many weaithy ltalian and Span- 
ish ciubs, knows everything 
there is. to know about the game 
— pius he is the deadliest taker 
of freekicks on the Continent. 

Fortunately for Hidaigo, Piatini 
is not the only fine player he can 
count on. ; 

In colored defender Tresor 
and Janvion, midfielders Michel, 
Bathenay and Baroncheli, the re- 
discovered Berdoll and the fine 
ieft winger Six — as weil as the 
talented but injury prone Roche- 
teau — coach Hidaigo has what 
amounts to a very balanced, 
skilled team. 

To some extent, their tack of 
regular scorer could turn into a 
big handicap, as midfielder Plat- 
ini won't be able to carry this 
burden alone. . = 

Less good can be said 
about Italy which we have 
learned to suspect when the 
chips are down. 

Amazingly enough, age could 

again be manager Enzo Bear- 
zot's main headache: goalie Zoff 
and centreback Facchetti are 
both about 35 and well past their 
eak. 
The Italian teams that lost at 
Wembiey to England. and then 
were heid to a draw by France in 
Napies can't fili any of their 
ardently patriotic tifosi with any 
confidence. 

In Tardelli they have unearthed 
a brilliant new defender while in 


Bettega and that Fiorentine 
"God", Antognoni, they have two 
superb ball-players — _ but 


neither has a taste for a fight. 

Up front they have the busy, 
elusive little Causio and that fine 
Turin striker, Graziani. 

However, they will enjoy a 
great crowd support — except in 
their match against Argentina — 
from the capital's enormous 
Italian-born population. 

{t's a big question whether any 
of their current idols can emerge 
during the matches as a true 
leader: perhaps Bettega has that 
hidden quality.
